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Three Killed In 


Pittsburg Riots; 


Over Forty Hurt 


Militia Called by Sheriff- 3000 Stri- 


kers And Guards In Pitched Bat 
tie—Several Guards Go Down Un- 
der Fire Of Strikers—Steel Comp- 
any Plant Is Charged. 


PITTSBURG, MAY 2—Following serious riots in which three were killed 


and at least 40 injured, many seriously, at the Edgar Thompson Steel com- 
pany's plant at Braddock, near here, Sheriff Richards announced this after- 
noon that the militia would be ordered out at once. He made that state- 
ment after a hurried conference with state officials. 


The action was a pitched battle between the mob of 3000 strikers from 


various plants in the Turtle Creek valley and a large body of guards. 


The casualties among the guards could not be learned. Several of them 


were seen to go down under the fire of the strikers. 


One man being sha-ved in a baiber shop a bquarc and a half from the 


scene of the flght was killed by a bullet. 


The mob charged the plant, shooting, yelling and saving red (lass. The 


guards took sheltered positions and opened steady fne with not guns. Sev- 
eral of the strikers fell but their leadeis i allied them and carried them for- 
ward in a second iecltle:,s charge. 


More guards rushed from the plant, took their place* behind piles of 


steel and iron scrap and opened fire. The strikers wa\erod and broke. Leap- 
ing from concealment the guards rushed them wli clubs, battering right and 
left. 


The strikers, carrying many wounded, fled, k;ning tlnce dead and se\cn 


badly wounded on the field. 


District Attorney Jackson declared this aftetnoon that he would summon 


a special grand jury to investigate possibilities ot deporting thousands of 
unnaturali/ed foreigners participating in the .strike nots this afternoon.
